ACHILiLEA  Ptarmica  (The  Pearl) — A  mass  of  pure  white  double  flowers  on 
18  inch  stems,  all  summer.  Good  for  cutting. 

A — Millefolium  Roseum — Makes  a  large  clump  of  fern-like  foliage;  rosy-pink 
flowers  on  long  stems,  all  summer.  An  old  flower,  but  a  good  one. 

ADIANTUM  Pedatum  (Maidenhair  Fern) — This  beautiful  fern  can  be  used 
as  a  house  plant  or  in  any  shaded  position  in  the  garden. 

ALYSSUM  Moellendorfianum — Smaller  and  more  compact  than  A-Saxatile. 
Yellow  blooms  in  spring.  An  excellent  rock  garden  sort.  Rare.  20c  each. 

ANEMONE  Japonica  (Wind  Flower) — Tall  and  stately,  with  many  large 
showy  flowers  in  shades  of  pink  and  white.  Aug.  to  Oct.  3  ft. 

AQUILEGIA  Alpina  (alpine  Columbine) — A  dwarf  sort  for  the  rock  garden, 
•with  large  dark-  blue  flowers,  in  bloom  a  long  time. 

ARABIS  Alpina,  Variegata — The  green  and  white  foliage  makes  a  bright 
spot  in  the  rock  garden  during  the  entire  year.

AUBRETIA  Grandiflora — For  genuine  usefulness  and  adaptability,  Aubretias 
have  few  equals.  Shades  of  pink  and  blue.  5  in.  Spring  and  early  summer. 

CALLUNA  Vulgaris  (Scotch  Heather) — Dwarf  green  mossy  foliage.  This 
fine  Shrub  has  many  uses.  Attractive  the  year  around.  25  to  50c  each.

PinK 
blossoms  speckled  with  crimson,  on  6  inch  stems.  May  to  July.

D — Granaticus — A  good  rock  garden  species.  Neat  branching  habit.  Bright' 
red  flowers  in  the  way  of  Deltoides.

L — Arkwrighti — Wonderful  novelty  in  shades  of  red,  pink  and  salmon.  1  ft. 

L — Viscaria — Graceful  early  flowering  border  and  cut  flower  plant.  18  in. 

L — Viscaria  FI  PI — Deep  red  double  flowered  form  of  above.  One  of  the 
most  showy  plants  in  our  gardens.  1  ft.  Late  spring.  Recommended.  25c  each. 

MAHONIA  Aquifolium  (Oregon  Grape) — Thorny  evergreen  shrub,  glossy- 
green  Holly-like,  leaves,  racemes  of  yellow  flowers  followed  by  grape-like  bun¬ 
ches  of  dark,  edible  berries.

OENOTHERA  Fraseri — Dwarf  yellow  flowering  form  for  the  rock  garden. 

PENTSTEMON  Menziesi — Native  evergreen  dwarf  with  spikes  of  large  blue 
or  purple  beRs.  Choice  rock  garden  plant.  6  inches.  25c  each.

PRIMULA  Acaulis,  FI  PI — Double  white  rose-like  flowers  in  profusion  on 
short  stems.  Fine  rockery  plant.  Rare.  Stock  limited.  50c  each. 

P — Cortusoides — Hardy  Siberian  species.  Crumpled  leaves  and  tall  stems  of 

graceful  pink  flowers.  Late  spring.  2  ft.

PSEUDOTSUGA  Douglasi  (Douglas  Fir) — We  have  a  fine  lot  of  seedlings 
of  this  stately  tree  in  sizes  from  6  in.  to  1  ft.,  at  25  and  50c  each.

SAPONARIA  Bellidifo,lia — Rare  Alpine  species,  heads  of  creamy  flowers.

S — Ocymoides — A  trailing  plant  from  the  Swiss  Mountains.  Sheets  of  rosy- 
pink  flowers  in  late  spring. 

STRUTHIOPETRIS  Spicant  (Deer  Fern) — Long  flat  dark-green  fronds.  For 
shade. 

SAXIFRAGA  Mossy — Saxi  fragas  are  known  as  the  backbone  of  the  rock 
garden  and  the  mossy  type  takes  its  place  well  to  the  front.  A  well  grown 
plaint  is  a  sight  long  to  be  remembered.  Shades  of  white,  pink  and  red.  6  in 
spring. 

S — Lingulata — Rosettes  of  pale  green  silver  beaded  leaves,  panicles  of  white 
flowers  in  spring.

SEDUM  Album — Compact  thick,  waxy,  soft,  green  foliage.  White  flowers.

S — Corsicum  (Dasyphyllum  G,landulosum) — Stronger  growing  and  hardier 
than  the  type.  A  tiny  jewel  for  the  rock  garden.  20c  each. 

S — Divergens — Close  set  bead-like  leaves,  turning  red  in  sun,  yellow  flowers 
nestle  close  to  the  foliage,  one  of  the  best  rock  garden  sorts. 

S — Eversi — Blue-grey  leaves  and  large  flat  heads  of  rose  colored  flowers. 

S — Fosterianum — Choice  species.  Dense  grey-green  needles.  Yellow  flowers. 

S — Hispanicum — Tiny  mossy  glaucous  blue  foliage.  Pink  flowers.  Summer. 

S — Lydium — Tiny  dark-green  mossy  sort,  coloring  red  in  sun.  White  flowers.

S — Murale  (Pink  sea  foam) — Reddish-purple,  white  flowers  with  pink  cen¬ 
ter.  Drouth  resistent  and  showy  at  all  times.  8  in.  Summer. 

S — Oregonum — Beautiful  dark  green  foliage  turning  to  apricot  in  sun. 

S — Reflexum  Cristatum  (Cockscomb  Sedum) — Fascinated  stems  forming  a 
crest  like  a  cockscomb.  Attracts  much  attention.  6  in.  Yellow. 

S — Rupestre — Spirals  of  bold  prickly  foliage,  heads  of  yellow  flowers. 

S — Sarmentosum — Yellow- green  foliage,  light  yellow  flowers  on  creeping 
stems.  Fine  for  hanging  baskets  or  window  boxes,  as  well  as  the  rock  garden. 

S — Sexamgular — Compact  bronzy-green  mat,  bright  yellow  flowers.  6  in. 

S — Sieboldi — Japanese  species  with  red-edged  glaucuous  foliage  and  large 
heads  of  pink  flowers  in  fall.  Fine  for  pots  or  hanging  baskets.  8  in. 

S — Spathulifolium — Native  with  grey  spathulate  leaves  covered  with  white 
powder,  dark  yellow  flowers  in  early  spring.  6  in'. 

S — Spectabile — Erect  growing  Japanese  species,  large  thick  leaves  and  heads 
of  pink  flowers  in  fall.  Makes  a  pleasing  border.  1  ft. 

S — Spectabile,  Variegata — Green  and  white  leaved  form  of  above.  20c  each. 

S — Spurium — Mat  forming  everygreen  species,  heads  of  pink  flowers  in  sum-

S — Spurium  Album — The  white  form  of  this  popular  ground  cover.  Rare.

SEMPERVIVUM  Arachnoideum — Small  grey-green  rosettes,  covered  with 
white  cottony  threads,  like  a  cobweb.  Soon  makes  a  large  mat.  Pink  flowers. 

S — Arenarium — Dense  crowded  colonies  of  bright  green,  tinted  red  in  winter. 
One  of  the  smallest  and  we  believe,  one  of  the  best  for  the  rock  garden'. 

S — Assimile — Medium  rosettes,  pale  green,  tipped  brown.  A  large  colony 
having  the  appearance  of  being  spotted.  Rose  colored  flowers.  Recommended. 

S — Blamdum  Rubicundum — Large  rosettes,  tinted  pink  and  purple.  25c  each. 

S — Browni — Large  rosettes,  dark  green,  tipped  red-brown.  Red  flowers. 

S — Fauconetti — Small  rosettes,  spidery  filments  at  top  of  leaves.  Rose.

S — Tectorum  (Hen  and  chickens) — Large  rosettes,  green,  tipped  red. 

S — Mixed — We  have  selected  a  number  of  seedlings  which  are  in  many  cases 
superior  to  the  named  sorts  from  which  the  seed  were  saved,  these  will  be  sold 
by  numbers  which  we  have  given  them,  in  mixture  only,  at  10c  each. 

SILENE  Acaulis — Mats  of  bright  green  moss-like  foliage,  almost  stemless 
pink  flowers  in  early  spring.  Likes  some  shade.  20c  each. 

S — Saxifraga — A  dainty  member  of  this  large  family.  Starry  white  flowers. 

S — Schafta — Trailing  variety.  Masses  of  rosy-purple  flowers  in  late  summer.
